German Homes 
Built to Rent 
at $1 Per Year 


The United States has its $1 a 
year men but as far as known Ger- 
many is the only country to have 
produced a settlement of homes to 
rent at $1 a year, points out the 
“Home Financer,” officiel organ of 
the California Bullding-Loan 
League. This, in the face of reports 
that Germany has a large housing 
shortage and high rentals are the 
rule throughout the country. 

For the last 409 years residents of 
Puggerei, a section of Augsberg, 
Germany, have paid but $1 a 
for house rental. Jacob Fugger, a 
German merchant prince and bank- 
er, laid out the 106 homes of the 
section for people of small means. 
The only qualifying conditions are 
the tenant must follow a trade, shall 
be a Roman Catholic and not be a 
subject of public charity. 

Each little home was provided 
with a bath when it was built four 
centuries ago. Ancient hand pumps 
= used to draw drinking 
water. 


Visalia Airport

N ALL tropical and sub-tropical countries 
shade and water in the garden are 
desired.

Before stocking the pool either with fish 
or with plants, the cement should be thor- 
oughly dry.

“The standard size of a root,” says R. 8. 
Sturtevant, secretary of the Iris Society, 
a finger-shaped tuber about the size of a 
large thumb, with one sheaf of leaves. Varie- 
ties vary as to size; some soils produce 
enormous rhizomes, and at certain seasons, 
any thrifty tuber will be lined on each side 
with green buds. Single roots, or at most 
two-pronged ones, are far more satisfactory 
than a clump. Absolutely sound and healthy 
roots are the really important thing.” 

In shipping, the leaves are often cut short 
and often the fibrous roots are also cut with 
absolutely no injury to the plant, though 
sometimes to the alarm of the novice. Also, 
the roots may arrive loose in the box and 
even bone dry; they may be wrapped in 
paper, in excelsior, in damp moss, but 
long as they are firm and in no way 
by over-dampness they may be planted 
hope and serenity.

There is unquestionably a difference of 
opinion here. Prof. B. H. Crocheron, direct- 
or of agricultural extension work for the 
University of California, comes frankly 
out for the negative. In his opinion, the 
“small farm” must be a “sizable enter- 
prise” before it can succeed. Here is 
what he said about it in a recent statement 
on the subject: 

“One of the most prosperous agricultur- 
al counties of the United States” —and he 
ts undoubtedly referring to a county in 
California—“recently published its list of 
delinquent taxes. When printed in fine 
type the list covered twenty newspaper 
pages. Yet the real farms of that county 
are prosperous beyond comparison. What's 
wrong? 

“Well, a subdivision boom struck that 
county a few years ago. Good farms were 
cut up into small failures. Most of the de- 
linquent taxes are from these subdivisions. 
As a result, the county—and the real 
farmers—are left holding the sack. 

“What was wrong with the subdivisions? 
Well, just the same old list of ills that 
have been fatal to many of the small-tract 
subdividers of California. The land was 
sold for more than it was worth, the set- 
tlers started on too short a shoe-string, 
the ‘farms’ were much too small, and the 
people knew nothing about the job. Any 
one of these is sufficient to kill an enter 


prise.

Q@.: Do you advocate the use of horse- 
radish as a food and under what condi- 
tion? 

A.: I can see no good reason why 
horseradish should not be included in 
the ordinary dietary. 

It is particularly desirable for those 
who like their food “strong.” In the

natural peppers. 4 
However, for the ordinary “weak” 
stomach, that is, where you are subject 
to hyperacidity or pain or distress of any 
kind, then it is not recommendable. 

But for the dietetic epicure, accus- 
tomed to every conceivable type of 
dainty, condimented and spiced, horse- 
radish makes the natural condiment— 
having little or none of the injurious ef- 
fects that are present with the synthetic 
condiments. . 


Varicose Veins 

Q.: What is the cause of large veins 
in the legs—where the blood forms in 
large lumps? 

A.: What is probably referred to are 
varicose veins. These may have several 
distinct causes. 

Pregnant women have them as the 
enlarging uterus presses against the 
large blood vessels lying in the back por- 
tion of the pelvis. 

Those who are subject to chronic con- 
Stipation will have them, for similar 
reasons—first, through the pressure of 
the bloated intestines and enlarged rec- 
tum against the blood vessels; and, sec- 


ond, through the absorption of the toxin \ d 


poisons, which saturate the bowels and 


When these veins become very large, 
a rubber stocking or bandage is recom- 
mended. This is but' a temporary 
remedy, however. 

Periodic short fasts, very gentle mas- 
sage upward, alternate warm and cold 
baths, nude sun baths, osteopathic and 
chiropractic manipulation, the quartz 
light, certain forms of electrical treat- 
ment—all these are measures which have 
been found highly successful in the cure 
of varicose veins. | 

Do not take hypodermic injections for 
them. The hypodermic usually contains 
a coagulating agent, and, in many cases, 
particularly where high blood pressure 
may be present, there is considerable 
danger. 

Ointments or salves which are used ex- 
ternally depend also upon penetrating 
coagulating medicine, which may form 
an embolus or clot. Such an embolus, 


produce brain hemorrhage, a stroke of 
paralysis or even death. 


Early Arthritis Symptoms 

Q.: My thumbs are stiff and swollen. 
What can I do for them? 

A.: This condition is probably a pre- 
ceding symptom of arthritis. 

Although the pain is evident locally, 
yet the trouble is systemical—chronic 
acidosis, the accumulation of toxic pol- 
son, which in turn, finds lodgement in 
the joints. 

Relief can be secured by immersing the 
joints in warm Epsom salts water. 

However, I say “relief” only. The cure 
must lie in dietetic practices. 

Nude sun baths are also helpful. The 

“freezing” of the joints must be broken 
up by continuous physical activity, vigor- 
the circulatory rate.

Exercises Surgery 


Q:: After having my ovaries and tubes | 


removed through operation, would any of 
the morning exercises be harmful? 

A.: As a rule, it takes from four to 
six months before the scar tissue fol- 
lowing an operation is strong enough to 
stand vigorous exercise. 

It does not matter what the operation 
may have been, one must give the cut 
tissue an opportunity to heal. 

I would set a more or less arbitrary 
time period of six months before one 
should go back to the sports, exercises 
and vigorous activities which one had 
before the operation. 

Even then I would take a couple of 
months, gradually increasing the severity 
of exercises—always within the limit of 
one’s a that is, this side of the 
fatigue line. ‘ 


Sleeping Sickness and 

Q.: What is the cure for paralysis of 
the muscles and nerves caused from 
sleeping sickness? 

A.: About a month or six weeks ago, I 
believe, I wrote at quite some length on 
the subject of post-paralytic treatment 
for adults.

It is of great importance to establish 
a good circulation.

Circulation is life, and, for the main- 
tenance of circulation, passive and active 
exercise, within the limits of motion per- 
mitted by the patient, together with 
massage, are usually the only elements 
necessary for maintaining such normal 
circulation. 

Recently an article appeared in the 
Journal] of the American Medical Associ- 
ation in which they resurrected the 
opinion held by the drugless groups for 
many years, to wit: That, where the 
muscles are either too tense or too flaccid 
it is possible to procure both positive 
and active exercises in a warm bath.

Positive suggestion in this matter is 
invaluable and the child should be con- 
stantly encouraged tly stimu~ 
lated to the idea that “tonight he will 
govern himself surely.” Merely the reso- 
lution will arouse his subconscious intel- 
ligence when he is asleep and will assist 
in the ultimate solution of this problem. 

There are many methods for this posi- 
tive suggestion and the intelligent par- 
ent should adapt it to the psychology of 
the child. 

Next, concerning sleeping conditions: 

Particularly in the poorer homes, it is 
the custom to buy cheap and inferior 
blankets merely because they are cheap. 
Like many other things in life, those 
which are cheapest are usually the dear- 
est. One good twenty-dollar woolen 
blanket is, to my mind, superior to ten 
cheap cotton blankets. 

The point I desire to stress is that the 
child suffering from this ailment should 
not be heavily covered. The lighter the 
covering, the better—just barely enough 
to be consistent with warmth. 

If the child may be safely trusted not 
to abuse himself by masturbation, nud- 


| ity is the ideal method of sleeping. 


Where there is local irritation or in- 
flammation of some kind suspected, as, 
for instance, when the child complains 
of a burning or stinging sensation when 
urinating, an abdominal and pelvic cold 
compress should be put on before he re- 
tires and should be slept in throughout 
the night. This is applied similarly to 
napkining a baby—in fact, he is nap- 
kined with it by the four-square method. 
That is, a wet cotton clath is napkined 
about him and over it a larger piece of 
woolen flannel or blanket is pinned so as 
to keep the bed dry and the wet heat 
adjacent to his body. 

If a piece of oiled silk is handy it 
should be between the blanket or 
flannel and the wet cloth. It is not es- 
sential, however, for the merits of this 
compress.

Alkaline and Acid Digestion 


churn the food, it becomes thoroughly 
mixed with saliva which, under ordinary 
conditions of good health, should be 
alkaline in reaction. Saliva also starts 
the digestion of starches and of sugars. 

When the food reaches the stomach, 
it is thoroughly alkaline because of the 
saliva. 

Ordinarily, it should take from fifteen 
minutes to half an hour to change the 
alkalinity of food from the mouth to its 
acid state in the stomach.

Bedwetting in Children 

After the child has reached the age of 
intelligence and is able to take care of 
his own teilet needs, one of the great 
problems is the continuation of bedwet- 
ting. I know many children in their 
early ‘teens, bright, intelligent and 
healthy otherwise, who find bedwetting 
one of the most embarrassing situations. 

The other day, in my office, a child of 
thirteen was almost heartbroken be- 
cause he could not go to camp, due to 
his chronic bedwetting habit. 

I have seen this condition overcome 
in many cases and I shall suggest the 
measures necessary for the accomplish- 
‘ment of this. 

First and foremost, and, in fact, more 
important than all other measures com- 
bined, ig the dietetic question, particu- 
larly as it relates to constipation.

When I speak of constipation I allude 
to it in every conceivable degree—the 
person who finds it impossible to have a 
bowel action without artificial means, as 
well as the ore who has a bowel action

There is 
every degree and stage. 

The importance of this ailment is 
greater than any other pathology pres- 
ent in the human body. With this in 
mind, I have decided to write a series 
of articles on constipation to appear 
each week.

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sist mainly of a series of muscles. In 
various portions of the digestive system 
these muscles differ ih arrangement. As 
a general rule there are a series of mus- 
cle fibers running parallel to the cir- 
cumference of the intestine. Then, there 
are other muscle fibers running the _— 
axis of the bowel in some sections of 
the intestine, also diagonally across. 

Inside the muscle layers of the intes- 
tine we find a submucous coat imbedded 
in the intestinal wall. This submucous 
coat contains the blood vessels, capil- 
laries, lymphatics, nerves, glands and 
other structures. 

On the-inner surface lining the diges- 
tive tube we find the mucous membrane 
whose function it is, of.course, to act in 


direct relationship with the food. That 


is, it discharges the digestive juices and 
absorbs the food after digestion is fin- 
ished and the food is ready to be passed 
into the circulation to be taken up by 
the different cells. 

On the outer surface of the intestine 
we find a tube protecting the membrane, 
called the serous coat or membrane. 

This, in the rough, is the anatomical 
picture of the digestive tube, varying at 
different parts. 


Size and Composition 


The entire tube in the average person, 
from the mouth to the rectal orifice, 
would be approximately thirty-three or 
thirty-four feet, differing, of course, 
with the size of the average individual. 


The whole digestive apparatus is made 
up of the following structures: The 
mouth and its contents such as teeth, 
tongue, taste-buds, and so on; the 
esophagus, or food-pipe leading to the 
stomach; the stomach itself; then the 
small intestines, which are comprised of 
three sections—duodenum, jejunum and 
sO ileum—then the large intestines, the 
caecum, to’ which the appendix is at- 
tached, the ascending colon, the trans- 
verse colon, the descending colon, and 
finally the rectum. 

These latter structures are usualy 
called the large intestine. If you will 
remember these structures in general, 
you will have a fairly good idea of the 
general anatomy of the digestive sys- 


tem. This is necessary for your com- 


plete understanding of the question of 


constipation as, bear in mind, it is the 
entire digestive tube which becomes con- | 
stipated—not only the part, the 


tum. 

Now, to give you some physiological 
background of digestive activity—also a 
help in the understanding of constipa-

The main functions of the mouth are 
mastication and deglutition.

Overeating easily starts from these 
habits, for when we fail to chew the 
food properly or when we accustom our- 
selves to swallow large chunks of it, the 
taste-buds do not send the impressions 
via the nervous system. Hunger is not 
appeased and it thus takes several times 
the quantity of food to “fill one up” that 
it does were one to masticate these 
foods thoroughly. 
An Experiment in Eating Habits’ 
Try a simple experiment for your next 
meal. Take the customary quantity of 
food you usually have for your Sunday 
dinner.

nia , during the attack of the 
Argentine privateers on the capitol of 
California in 1818, one of the most pic- 
turesque characters that has adorned its 
pages, in the person of the celebrated 
American named Joseph Chapman. Dur- 
ing the cannonade of Monterey by the 
ex-pirate, Santa Rosa, on November 21, 
1818, the new beach battery so badly 
damaged this ship that she hung out a 
flag of truce, and sent six boatloads of 
her men over to her fellow-privateer, 
the Argentina, to prevent these being 
captured by the California troops 
ashore. 

Whilst this was transpiring, a small 
boat shot out from the Santa Rosa and 
made for the shore, having 
aboard of her two American 
sailors and Chapman—then 
the second officer of this free- 
booter—who rowed ashore and 
immediately surrendered to 
Governor Sola. Chapman told 
the Governor that he had been 
a sailor aboard a whaling ship 
in Honolulu, whilst the two 
aforesaid Argentine privateers 
were in that harbor, and that 
they had forcibly seized on 


their departure from that port, .— 
and thus impressed him into 
their service, from which he 
had taken this his first oppor- 
tunity to escape. 

After his surrender, Governor 
Sola took him with him, on his 
retreat from Monterey to the 
interior, after the privateers 
had captured and bruned Mon- 
terey; later sending him down 
south, as a prisoner under Ser- 
geant Lugo, who took him on 
with him. down to Los Angeles.
